65 miles. 


Mail from the West Coast took 
a week. So did mail from West 
Albany. N.Y., Houston. Tex., and 
Redford. Ohio, which is 215 miles 
to the east. 


Roudebush says that the worst 
example of all was a letter from 
Lynn. Ind.. to Richmond, which 
took fiv e days. Lynn is all of 13 
miles from Richmond. 
“The mail is av eraging about 
2.5 miles per day between Lynn 
and Richmond,’’ Roudebush notes, 
“and we would be better off with 
pony express. The problem is not 
peculiar to Richmond. Ind. It’s a 
national problem and it is getting 
worse.

Somerset County in New .Ter- j 
sev was selected after a year’s 
study of rapidly growing areas. 
Roberts said the county, which j 
has no Church of Christ, was 
picked because it is in a fast-] 
growing industrial and popula­ 
tion complex where thousands] 
of people virtually are isolated 
from any existing church. 


“ This is the first time since 
pioneer clays that we have had 
conditions like these,” he said. 
“ In many places, for instance, 
communities of 5.000 or more in 
population 
spring 
up 
almost 
overnight without a church of 
any kind.” 


So far. I ll families, compris­ 
ing 265 persons including chil­ 
dren. have signed commitment 
cards saying they will move to 
Somerset County.

In 1945, by grace of two atom bombs, China 
was freed of the Japanese and its revolution 
could resume. Why the philosophy that even­ 
tually triumphed was that of Mao Tse-tung 
and not that of Sun Yat-sen (as interpreted 
by Chiang Kai-shek) still perplexes Americans. 
There are many ‘‘culprits/’ but first among 
them stands Japan, which ever since the 
Sino-Japanese War of 
1894 
had 
jealously 
prevented China from achieving unity and 
had brutally a t t a c k e d her in 1937 when 
Chiang was beginning to make real progress. 
In “China’s Destiny” (1943), Chiang glori­ 
fied Confucian China, blaming its troubles on 
the West's “unequal treaties” 
(they 
were 
finally abrogated in the same year he wrote). 


A true patriot and personally incorruptible, 
his great support was his great undoing— the 
bankers, landowners, profiteers, all the repres­ 
sive and conservative elements opposed to 
reform in a China ravaged by warfare. 
Armed at last with modem weapons from 
the defeated Japanese and the Russians, who 
had swooped down like vultures into Man­ 
churia, the Communists began winning vic­ 
tories at a pace that amazed even them. Sig­ 
nificantly, it was Chiang’s best troops, with­ 
held from battling the Japanese, who sur­ 
rendered most readily to the Reds. Harsh 
measures like the public execution of black 
marketeers only underscored the disintegra­ 
tion of Kuomintang authority. 
By the end of 1949, America having washed 
its hands of him. Chiang and the remnants of 
his army evacuated to Taiwan. But Chinese
